OUR ASSESSMENT OF AUSTRALIAN TRADE RESTRICTIVE MEASURES TO 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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DATE, AS REQUESTED REFS A AND B. PRESENT CABLE LAYS OUT 
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ALL ACTIONS TAKEN TO DATE SINCE JULY 1974, BORKEN DOWN BY 
BILATERAL EXPORT RESTRAINTS, TARIFF QUOTAS, QUOTA 
RESTRICTION, AND INCREASED TARIFF RATES. WE ALSO LIST 
CASES IN WHICH DECISION NOT TO TAKE ACTION REACHED, AS 
WELL AS PENDING CASES. THIS COMPILATION INDEED GIVES 
IMPRESSION OF WHOLESALE RESORT TO UNILATERAL TRADE 
RESTRICTIVE MEASURES. TARIFF QUOTAS HAVE BEEN APPLIED 
ON 20 CLASSES OF GOODS, ALL SINCE DECEMBER 1974 WHEN 
PM WHITLAM ANNOUNCED "NEW IMPORT POLICY". QR'S IMPOSED
